The confirmation for Dr. 
Joycelyn Elders as the first African 
American U.S. Surgeon General was 
scheduled for Friday, July 16, before 
the Senate Labor and Human Re- 
sources Committee. 

A vast army of conservative 
forces, the same people who domi- 
nated the Republican National Con- 
vention in Houston last summer, have. 
been mobilizing for full warfare to 
defeat the nomination of Dr. Elders 
in the Senate, either in committee or 
on the senate floor. 

No one can raise any legitimate 
questions about the outstanding 
qualifications of this dedicated pub- 
lic health professional, pediatrician, 
and persuasive advocate for changes 
in health care services. 

Dr. Elders has attracted national 
attention for extraordinary leader- 
shipas Director of the Arkansas State 
Health Department. 

Dr. Elders is now the prime tar- 


get of such ultra-conservative and 
Christian fundamentalist group as 
Rev. Pat Robertson’s Christian Coa- 
lition Concerned Women for 
America, the Eagle Forum, the 
American Family Association, the 
Family Research Council and the 
Traditional Values Coalition.

A case in point is a column by 
Tom Teepen decrying two recent 
Supreme Courtrulings clarifying the 
free speech rights of religious groups. 
While not challenging the essence of 
therulings, Teepen, anational corre- 
spondent for Cox Newspapers, nev- 
pid feels that there isa fiendish 
plot afoot. 

Specifically, he takes aim at Re- 
gent University’s American Center 
for Law and Justice, which was on 
the winning side of a high court 
ruling providing religious groups 
with access to public schools, for 
after-school meetings, where other 
groups are using the same facilities. 

“The American Center,” he ar- 
gues, “is the activist legal arm of the 
TV preacher and conspiracy theo- 
rist, Pat Robertson, and it is not out 


— “Robertson's law center is push- 
ing school districts everywhere to 
allow student-led graduation prayers, 
and Sekulow has promised to dis- 
patch ‘legal SWAT teams’ around 
the country to argue that there is a 
constitutional right for the practice.” 

Thus we come to Teepen’s real 
concern. For at the heart of his pro- 
testations, I suspect, is less an appre- 
hension about the so-called “inva- 
sion” of religion in school life than it 
is the spread of religion’s influence 
in public life. 

The irony, of course, is that until 
a generation ago, such influence was 
taken forgranted. In the main, Ameri- 
cans had few problems rendering to 
God and Caesar what cach was due. 
The problem arose when it became 
increasingly apparent that a serious 
gap existed between what the coun- 
try said it believed in and stood a 


Vietnam and Watergate, in the rev- 
elations of FBI duplicity in the per- 
sonal lives of American citizens, and 
CIA complicity inthe internal affairs 
of sovereign nations — the country 
was weighed in the balances and 
found wanting. 

The fact that many who grew up 
during that era rejected the faith of 
their parents — throwing out the 
baby with the bath water, so to speak 
— is, at the very least, un- 
derstandable. Yet the resultant secu- 
larization of our society has done 


ne 
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nothing to ameliorate our problems, 
either individually or collectively. 

Thus it is essential that we re- 
examine the values that the nation 
holds dear. Such an analysis neces- 
sarily requires a public airing of reli- 
gious perspectives, particularly as 
they relate to ethics in decision-mak- 
ing. 

As with all children, we will 
have to put up with the occasional 
tantrum or outburst.
